According to Bill Vaughn, "A real patriot 
is one who gets a traffic ticket and rejoices 
that the system works." 

A quote from the Huntington Herald 
claims, "A loyal American is one who gets 
mad when an alien cusses the same in- 
stitution he cusses." 

If one were to be judged by word of mouth, 
Al Capone might have been considered 
one of our greatest Americans when he said, 



"My rackets are run on strictly American 
lines and they are going to stay that way."

And so many people got into the act with 
different versions of "My country right or 
wrong." that one may draw the conclusion 
that a true patriot is one who backs his coun- 
try when its right and does something about 
changing things that are wrong, so the 
backing can be 100 p'ercent. 

But how possible are those changes? 
Maybe patriotism went out the door when the 
world ceased to be a simple place and the 
nuclear age came in and mandated sur- 
vivalism.
